Strength of the Naval Forces to 
87,000 Men— Becrults Will He 
I'sed to Man Heservc 
Ships. 

The Ledger this morning received 
ihe following telegram from Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Josephus Daniels: 

Washington, D. C, March 26— Man- 
aging-Editor, Ledger, Maysvllle, Ky.— 
The President last night signed am 
executive order directing that the au- 
thorized enlisted strength of the navy 
be Increased to 87,000. He was au- 
thorized by Congress, in case of 
emergency, to direct such increase of 
enlistment. New ships and ships In 
reserve are being fully commissioned 
as rapidly as possible and the need is 
imperative for a larger enlistment to 
man them. There has been a net in- 
crease of over 6,500 in enlistment since 
Congress recently authorized an in- 
crease, but many more are Deeded, and 
needed now. 

Will you not emphasize this need by 
giving special prominence Monday, on 
the first page of your paper, to the 
President's order, and also by making 
an editorial appeal for new recruits 
for the navy.

GERMAN PEACE TEHMS ABE 

REPORTED BY SWISS PAPBB 

Ilenie, Switzerland, via Paris 
March 25— "If peace negotlati6ns were 
begun today," says the Journal De 
Geneve, which does not reveal Its 
source of Information, but declares it 
is absolutely reliable, "Germany 
would offer to restore the territory 
fehe occupies in France, except In the 
mining district of Virey, In exchange 
for a channel port, Calais or Dunkirk 
and an 'Indemnity of 15,000,000 
francs." 

"tlermany would also offer," sayB 
the newspaper, "to restore the terri- 
torial Integrity and the sovereignty of 
Relgium, on condition that IJelgium 
would not be allowed to maintain a 
national army and that Germany 
would be permitted to garrison Nainur 
I.iege and Antwerp perpetually." 

It is added by the newspaper that 
Germany must be given control of the 
Belgian railroads and ports and be fa- 
vorably treated In an economic treaty. 
This is not the program of Pan-Ger- 
mans, but actual terms of the German 
government, says the Journal De 
Geneve.

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CHRISTIANITY GROWING 

The Kaiians City Star explodes the claim of some that Christian, 
ity is on the wane. The teaching! of the Master, who spake as never 
mortal spoke, are growing and widening instead. 

"We have been hearing it from all sides that this is an irreligious 
age," says the Star; "that the church is dying of dry rot; that its 
membership is falling oft'; that scarcely anyone reads the Bible any 
more; that the whole scheme of Christianity is too old-fashioned ami 
slow for those wireless-telephony, undersea craft up-iu-the-air days." 

Employing the language of Hilly Sunday, the Star says "there is 
nothing to it." The Star finds the facts to he that there are more 
people reading the Bible today —Unit is, a greater percentage at a far 
greater ratio than the increase of population; and if people huy it 
they must surely read it. Churches are increasing, church member- 
ship is growing and new preachers are coming into the work faster 
than the old ones are dying. 

These facts the Star obtains from a variety of sources. First 
of all, the American Bible Society, in its report, shows that in the last 
three years the increase in Bible distribution in this country has 
amounted to 1,000,000 a year. Last year more than 6,000,000 Bibles or 
parts of Hihles, such as New Testament! or single Gospels, were sold 
in this country. 

Dr. H. K. Carrell, religious statistician of the United States 
census bureau, has just issued a year book which shows that in the 
last twenty-six years the gain of the Christian churches in this coun- 
try in membership has been ninety-four per cent., as against sixty-one 
per cent, gain in population. There arc now 40,000,000 communicant! 
of Christian churches, Protestant and Catholic, in a population of 
100,000,000. Last year 747,000 communicants were added. This was 
204,000 greater than the gain in 1915. The number of ministers in- 
creased 2,64:1 last year, which is a gain of nearly double that of 1916. 
In the last ten years the net increase in Sunday school pupils was 
6,300,000, with a gain of 16,000 Sunday schools. Last year Sunday- 
school membership increased by 600,000. 

Atop of this report comes the year book of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Chrisl in America, the great Protesant federation of 
this country, with thirty constituent bodies, which reports to total of 
17,996,000 communicants, ;i gain in 1916 of 254,000. 

The Church News Association of New York in its annual report 
shows that the American people in 1916 gave $415,000,000 to church 
work.

TWO STRANGE MEN IN PARIS BE. 
LIEYED BY POLICE TO BE 
THE GERMAN SAILORS E8- 
CAPED FROM PHILA- 
DELPHIA 

Paris, Ky., March 23— Acting upon 
the theory that two mysteriously act- 
ing Germans whom he found on the 
street here Tuesday night were Cap- 
tain Chorth and Herman Schroder, 
machinist mate, reported to have 
drowned while attempting to escape 
from interned German raiders at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard, Chief of Po- 
lice Link locked them up for the 
night only to give them their freedom 
Wednesday through fear that he was 
leaving himself open to suit for false 
arrest. 

The men have not been seen since 
and the supposition is they left Paris 
the moment they were liberated. 

Chief Link said his suspicions were 
aroused when he saw that the men 
were wearing regulation United States 
army shoes. When he accosted them 
they preteneded to be unable to speak 
Knglish, he said, and he could learn 
nothing whatsoever from them. He 
later called an interpreter, but he, too, 
was unable to get the men to talk. 

After having remained in Jail over 
night, one of the men condescended 
to tell the chief, is broken English, 
Wednesday morning that he and his 
companions were Poles, and that they 
had been working in a coal mine in 
Pennsylvania. They explained their 
presence in Paris by saying that they 
lost their jobs In Pennsylvania and 
were en route to Cincinnati.

Washington, March 23— Naval gov- 
ernment for the Danish West Indlea 
has befti determined upon by the ad- 
ministration, and it was said today 
there would me a formal announce- 
ment shortly of arrangements for the 
ceremonlalB attending the raising of 
the American flag. Assistant Secretary 
Phillips, of the State Department, is 
working out the details in order that 
all the terms of the treaty, by which 
the Islands were acquired, may be 
complied with. 

The treaty of acquisition provides 
that the final transfer of the Ulande 
Bhnll take place not later than April 
17, and that any time before that on 
the payment of the $26,000,000 pur- 
chase money the United States may 
take actual physical possession.

ABSENTEES TO LOSE SEATS IN 
FUTURE 

Princeton, Ky., March 23— The City 
Council has passed a draBtic ordi- 
nance, intended to prevent blocking the 
business of the Council on account of 
the absence of a quorum. The ordi- 
nance provides that any Councilman 
shall automatically forfeit his office 
In case he fails to attend three con- 
secutive sessions without leave of ab- 
sence or a reasonable excuse. The 
ordlnanco also provides that any 
Councilman who shall forfeit his office 
shall be ineligible to hold the office 
of Councilman or Mayor for four 
years. 

The City Council Is composed of 
three Democrats and three Republi- 
cans and recently considerable diffi- 
culty has been experienced in obtain- 
ing the -presence of a quorum. Five 
successive meetings were held with no 
quorum present. The Democrats sev 
oral times met with Mayor R. W. Lis- 
anby and assessed fines against the 
Republican members who were ab- 
sent. Finally, notices were served on 
the Republicans that a meeting of the 
Council would be held for the purpose 
of giving them an opportunity to show 
cause why their offices should not be 
declared vacant. This meeting was 
attended by all members and the dras- 
tic ordinance was passed. 

Mayor Llsanby cast the deciding 
vote in the passage of the ordinance, 
the Democratic membera favoring Its 
passage while the Republicans op- 
posed it.

1.V.14 MEN NEEDED BY NAVY FOB 
FULL STRENGTH 

Washington, March 22— The navy is 
short 13,514 men of its present au- 
thorized enlisted strength of 74,500 and 
efforts to speed up recruiting are be- 
ing redoubled. The present month has 
seen the largest recruitment on record 
with a net Increase of 1,049. Since 
Congress authorized the 74,600 total in 
September, 5,454 men have been add 
ed to the navy's personnel. It was 
stated at the department today that the 
ength Is sufficient to put 
all ships immediately available In com 
mission and no effort will be spared In 
bringing the force to that flgure. 

To induce recruiting Congress pro 
vlded that 100 enlisted men a year 
should be selected by examination for 
appointment to the Naval Academy. 
Naval offlolals say that a very high 
type of officer material Is being se- 
cured In this fashion. The way to 
commissions In the marine corps and 
to responsible and well-paid positions 
as warrant or petty officers is also 
being opened as fully as possible to 
boys who enlist.

NAVY VOLUNIEERS 

CALLED BY 0. S. 

President Orders Sen Forces Recruit- 
ed It, War Strength— Two New 
.miliar) Departments are Di- 
rected to Be Created la 
Atlantic Coast Again. 

Washington, March L'5— President 
Wilson took steps today to place the 
nation on a war footing. 

By executive orders ho directed that 
the navy be recruited without delay 
to full authorized war strength of 87,- 
ooo enlisted men. Taken in connec- 
tion with emeregency naval construc- 
tion already ordered, this means «hat 
the President has exercised the full 
limit of his legal powers as comnian- 
■Jer-in-cliief to prepare the navy for 
war. 

For the army, the President directs 
that two new military departments be 
. i. ated in the Atlantic coast region, 
rhe order means that the task of or- 
ganizing whatever army Congress 
may authorize will be divided among 
six departmental commanders instead 
of four in the interest of speed and 
efficiency In mobilizing. 

The third step was to assume as a 
national duty the task of protecting 
American Industries from domestic 
disorders In the event, of hostilities. 
For this purpose eleven full Infantry 
regiment, two separate battalions and 
one separate company of national 
;uard were called back into the fed- 
eral 8erlvce to act as national police 
in important districts. Supplementing 
these troops, a regiment of Pennsyl- 
vania guard and two companies of 
Georgia Infantry en route home from* 
the border for muster out were order- 
ed retained in the federal service. The 
President's orders were made known 
in terse official statements Issued by 
both departments. No explanation ac- 
companied them except the statement 
that reorganization of the military de- 
partments, effective May 1, wbb de- 
signed to facilitate the centralization 
of command. 

The two new departments are the 
northeastern, comprising the New 
England states, and the southeastern 
comprising the states in the old south.

The campaign of the Mason County 
Health League toward securing money 
lor a sanitary survey of the county is 
progressing nicely and a larger part 
of the sum needed has already been 
raised. The paper campaign of last 
week was very successful, a large 
amount of paper being collected by 
those in charge. This will bo sold and 
a neat sum will be raised from the 
sale. Tho various schools of the coun- 
ty are helping to raise the money, 
the Dover School collecting old paper 
and rubber to sell for the fund. The 
Minerva School made a large contribu- 
tion of paper and also a money con- 
tribution. The campaign will hist 
only a few days longer.
